AP has been in touch with South Cambs DC Electoral Services regarding the 
Parish Poll. 


The cost of the poll (for our information) is (taken directly from the email — note 
the final comment about this not being a quote, but a first look at likely costs); 


“Hire of polling station: 
We currently pay the Church £168 to hire for polling day. | do not know if 
they would reduce this. 


Staffing: 

We normally have two polling stations staffed with a Presiding Officer and 
two clerks each side. | would probably run a single station with one 
Presiding Officer and two clerks. | would probably pay £130 for the 
Presiding Officer and £90 to each clerk. The cost to count will be around 
£180 in total. The Returning Officer fee is £103.53. 


Ballot Papers: 

There are around 3000 electors in Bar Hill. | think ballot papers will cost 
about £425 give or take. Could reduce the number of ballot papers | print, 
but | usually prefer not to do that. 


Probably looking at around £1100. This is already having trimmed staff 
costs as slim as | dare for a village the size of Bar Hill. The church might 
be cheaper for that period but | don’t Know. | should also say that this is 
not a quote but a rough look at how much it might be.” 


Regarding the options available. Each question for the Parish Poll can only be 
answered by a YES or a NO. If multiple options are put they need to be in form of 
multiple questions (each printed on a separate ballot paper) — each of which 
would be answered with a YES or a NO. 


The concern was raised that this might cause confusion — and should be 


something we carefully consider.
